The Condition of Mexico.
Thc Washington SUate, of the 11th

inst. says:
A correspondent in thc city of Mexi-

co furnishes us, in a letter received by
thc last arrival, some particulars in re-

lation to thc condition of affairs in that
Republic. From official sources, it ap-

pears that the. finances of the gover-
nmental still in a situation almost desper-
ate. The late Minister of the Tro-isury- ,

Mr. Lerdo, stated in a report that neces-
sary and ordinary expenses of the gov-
ernment were twenty millions a year.

The total revenue of the year ending
the 31st of July last was 813,340.534.
But of this sum not more than three-fourth- s

reached the coffers of thc tre.i
pury. The necessities of the govern-
ment always compel it to anticipate the
revenue by selling orders on the custom
to brokers at a loss of twenty-fiv- e per
cent. If the government needs tho sum
of $75,000. it obtains the money from a

broker by giving an order for SI 00.000
a shave e jual to a Wall-stre- trans-
actions in former times.

Though the govern men t has confis-
cated and sold during the past year
church property to tbcaniountof twenty-fou- r

million, only ??075,300 of this sum
has been available for the purposes of
the Ireasury.
